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The  Secret  Garden,  by  Paul  Ledoux  -  written  in  1991  for  Young  Peoples  Theatre  in  Toronto  -  is  a 
unique  interpretation  of  a  much-loved  story.  This  is  a  play  within  a  play,  as  the  fictional  characters  of 
the  original  novel  become  the  invention  of  four  young  girls,  who  busy  themselves  with  the  reenactment 
of  their  favourite  scenes.  Sometimes  this  leads  to  disputes  between  them,  as  they  struggle  to  adapt 
the  story.  The  image  of  children  at  play,  who  busy  themselves  with  the  orchestration  of  make-believe, 
provided  another  layer  to  Frances  Hodgson  Burnetts  classic  tale  of  orphaned  children  striving  to  find  a 
place  for  themselves  in  a  loveless  world.  The  story  is  still  a  compelling  one,  which  is  why  we  return  to 
it  so  often;  we  are  drawn  by  the  notion  that  on  the  other  side  of  a  garden  gate  is  a  place  that 
provides  solace  and  refuge  to  lost  wanderers  and  -  through  its  restorative  powers  -  the  means  to 
positive  transformation. 

The  challenges  in  choosing  a  piece  such  as  this  were  the  constant  transitions  between  interior  and 
exterior  settings.  When  considering  how  to  manage  this  fluidity  of  movement  on  a  small  stage,  it 
quickly  became  apparent  that  the  young  performers  themselves  should  represent  the  natural  world  of 
the  garden  through  the  art  of  puppetry.  And  so  there  developed  a  wondrous  collaboration  of  human 
characters  together  with  the  wild  animals  who  live  on  the  Yorkshire  Moors.  Elmwood  Theatre  was 
very  proud  to  share  with  their  audiences,  last  February,  a  magical  retelling  of  Frances  Hodgson 
Burnetts  favourite  classic.

In  December  201 2,  North 
Korea  launched  a  satellite 
rocket  called  Kwang- 
myongsong-3  Unit  2,  the 
tirst  successful  launch  of  an 
Earth  observation  space- 
craft by  the  Asian  nation. 
It  was  quickly  followed  by 
backlash  from  other 
countries,  however,  given

similar  to  ballistic  missile 
technology,  which  is  banned  in 
North  Korea.

This  led 
to  ongoing  tension  between 
North  and  South  Korea,  the 
United  States  and  Japan,  as 
North  Korea  began  to  ignore 
previous  agreements  and 
threaten  nuclear  attacks  under 
Kim  Jong-Un's  administration.

A  PROGRESSIVE  PRESIDENT  After  allegations  of  voting 
irregularities  and  inauthentic  results  in  previous  elections,  Iran 
changed  their  supervisory  practices  for  the  June  201 3  election:

the  event  for  the  first  time  in  the  country's  history. 
Hassan  Rouhani  from  the  Moderation  and  Development  Party, 
considered  the  most  liberal  candidate  in  the  running,  won  in  a 
landslide  victory,  capturing  just  over  50  percent  of  the  vote. 
More  than  36  million  Iranians  cast  their  ballots,  a  whopping 
72.7  percent  voter  turnout. 


<  EGYPTIAN  COUP  D'ETAT  After  four  days  of  protests  calling  for  the  resignation  of 
President  Mohammed  Morsi,  Egyptian  army  chief  General  Abdel  Fattah  el-Sisi  stepped 
in  on  July  3, 2013,  to  take  action:  He  removed  Morsi  from  power  and  suspended  the 
constitution.  An  interim  president,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Constitutional  Court  of 
Egypt  Adly  Mansour,  was  instated.  Global  reception  of  the  events  has  been  mixed; 
some  nations  supported  the  military  action  while  others  strongly  opposed  the  forceful 
removal  (and  subsequent  house  arrest)  of  Morsi.

E>  SPACE  ON  EARTH 

In  November  2013,  the  journal  Science  published  the  results 
from  an  international  scientific  collaboration  that  detected  28 
high-energy  extraterrestrial  neutrinos  in  Antarctica.  Astrophysicists 
are  fascinated  by  the  discovery  of  the  neutrinos,  which  were  likely 
created  by  the  same  force  in  deep  space  that  creates  extremely 
high  radiation  called  cosmic  rays,  (courtesy  IceCube) 
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After  more  than  ten  years  and  a  number  of  failed 
attempts,  researchers  at  Oregon  Health  &  Science 
University  and  the  Oregon  National  Primate  Research 
Center  announced  in  May  that  they  had  successfully 
cloned  human  embryonic  cells.  The  skin  cells  were 
successfully  grown  into  stem  cells,  which  could  mean 
amazing  strides  for  those  requiring  organ  transplants. 
The  discovery  also  has  the  potential  to  help  in  treatment 
for  myriad  other  conditions,  including  diabetes,
